I. II. | 
the princess Mary of Ibidem duchess of Ham­ 
ilton, ami grand-daughter of Hie celebrated 
Prince Eugene Dcaoharoal#. 
The welding 
was in rgniticeut,aud tho bride and bridegroom 
appeared exceedingly well pDused with each 
oilier. 
After a brief lio.ieyiin.on both their 
hlghui -ei r; lamed to Monaco to reside with 
Hie reigning piinee and prince**.

en lui'.d'lc*, o?pcciu!ly ton free-born English 
woman.

To 
he.* amusement, she beheld on each plate nu 
egg libeled “For His Serene nighness the 
reigning prince.'* “ For IL S. II. reigningprifl­ 
ees*, ” “For U. .S. Ii. the hereditary prince.’’ 
“For ll. S. II. the hereditary princess.” Be­ 
ing in a hurry and hungry, “Her Serene nigh­ 
tie-* the hereditary princess” sat down herself 
and ate lier own egg and the eggs c f her 
neighbors. 
Horror! 
Coart etiquette was 
overthrown. The egg destined for the august 
juioce Flores tan II. had bean eaten by his own 
daugliter-in-la vt! 
The outraged majesty of 
Mooaeo wa) indignant, and the youthful as­ 
pirant to Hie throne by no means mild in his 
reproaches. 
However, true Douglas as she 
i*, the old blood o( Archibald Bcll-tbc-cat 
boiled over, aud the princess Mary D reported 
to have read the serene family a famous lec­ 
ture.

Brought up al Nice, she knew all 
the roads and by-paths of tho place by heart 
Tucking up her petticoats, instead of going 
out by tho ordinary exit she tnado oil as fast 
as lier heel* carry lier out of the station to Hie 
fence which separates Hie lines from the road. 
Climbed over it and ran as swiftly as a hunted 
dtvr through the fields, pursued by tho two 
gendarmes, who, however, soon gave up the 
chase. 
Her Serene Highness Anally reached 
the Villa Arson, utmost two miles distant, ter- 
libiy frightened and with her clothes pretty 
nearly torii off her buck.

M. Grandperret as his counsel. 
It I* f luted 
that undue influence of a malicioc: kind has 
been used to prejudice both tho duchess of 
Hamilton and her daughter aga inst the prince, 
but all who know the truly lefty uiiud of the 
duchess will be sure dial, although the reason 
for the princess's conduct has never tran­ 
spired, it must be a very good one, or her 
mother would never uphold her as she does.

lu looking backward ab to the employment 
of the horse, ilia remarkable how slowly be 
bas come into use for the different industrial 
purposes of mao.

ploy men t as a domesticated animal was un- j 
doubtedly unknown in the dawn of history.— 
His name does not occur with the numerous ! 
flacks aud herds of Job himself, and he coaid I 
not have been passed over iu the Decal©:* ie if 
he had held placo with the coveted ox and ass ' 
in the stable* el the Israelite. 
Indeed, et en j 
now over a great part of the world, the boree ■ 
Is ouly employed for war and parade. 
In the ! 
land of the Veda# ipsolf, ass we learn from un ! 
instructive j -jM * * ’" > by Sir Erakiae Perry 
on Hk* C oveifl^^K tuI* of ilia! country, be 
is used by o alW rin no industrial capacity, 
and it wa* lately stated in the Indian news­ 
papers that the mail-cart just established by 
our Government lo Rajputana was the first 
bor** conveyance aver lean in that country. 
In China also, although the Chinese annals 
tall of a war conducted by that empire 109 b. 
o. to obtain some horses of a celebrated breed 
in the country about KhoLand, modern trav- 


j dors in China tell us that tie horse is rarely 
I seen there. 
Even in Arabia the animal is 
* seldom employed for useful purposes. 
In tho 
■ Hedjaz. BurckhuriU found that tin* sole means 
of conveyance were asses and camels, and the 
post led ween Mecca and Medina was served 
by tho former animal*.

lute advent nr or.* J muley through ll idrumaut 
oil a cattie!, and does not seem to have en­ 
countered a single horseman. 
Even in the 
Nedjed, those grassy limestone uplands of 
Central Arabia, the birthplace of Ilia most 
e minent of the recs of pure Arabs, Paigr.ivp, 
who had unexampled oj*porl unities for form-| 
j ing un opinion, estimates the whole amount 
of horse population (to us.* a convenient | 
French expression) at a number under .".OOO, 
and these air clearly retained chiefly for war- 
ptirposcs by t it*ir Wahabi owner*. 
Nay,even 
iii advance I England the ex tdlll holds his 
pl,ic * la lite plough iu certain coun.lei. 
When Br.lain first became knowu to histo­ 
ry. we find its inhabitants in possession both 
of a useful br e l of horses aa I of gl oat skill 
in charioteering; and the fact us recorded by 
CaiM.r raises many a curious problem as to 
whence the Celt*, not generally au equestrian 
race, obtained their horses and their art, aud 
as to what the state of roads mast have been 
to permit of their employment. 
Tho kindred 
Gaols on the other side of Hie Channel were 
also in possession of horses, hut not appar­ 
ently of war chariots; aud the rich horse pas­ 
tures of Belgium are specially mentioned.— 
Both races probably obtained the original 
stock from the Phonic inn#, the great carrier 
of antiquity, aud whoso early settlement on 
the Red Sea or Persian Gulf before their mi­ 
gration lo tim shores of tim Mediterranean, 
brought them closely in connection with the 
home-breeding races of the East. 
Solomon, 
however, obtained Iii* horse# not from Arabia, 
bul from Egypt, and as Canon Ruwlinsou in­ 
forms as that horse* were unknown in that 
land before the eighteenth dynasty, It is prob­ 
able that the Phenieian* imported them into 
that country also.

Serene Highness tlie hereditary prince, and 
Her Serene Highness the princesa, after a ft w 
months of matrimonial bli3S, have’quarreled 
and separated. 
It happened on this v, ise. 
(The information I give I know to be correct, 
as it was communicated to me by an intimate 
friend of the young princess, and I was at 
Nice myself when tiie afluir occurred, j About 
four years ago the youu t prince of Monaco 
married, through the influence of tlie empress 
Eugenie, the Lady Ma ry Douglas, sister of the 
duke of Hamilton and daughter of H. I. 11. 
the princess Mary of Baden, duchess of Ham­ 
ilton, and grand-daughter of tlie celebrated 
Prince Eugene Boaubaruais. 
The wedding 
was tnagniOcent,and tlie bride and bridegroom 
appeared exceedingly well pleased with ouch 
other. After a brief honeymoon both their 
highnesses returned to Monaco to reside with 
tlie reigning prince and princess. Very soon 
afterward the young lady commenced making 
bitter complaints to her friends of the court 
etiquette, which she declared was utterly un­ 
endurable, especially toa free-born English 
woman. An instance will suffice: One morn­ 
ing Her Serene Highness catne down to break­ 
fast before the whole family was assembled. To 
her amusement, she beheld on each plate au 
egg labeled “For His Serene Highness the 
reigning prince.” “For II. S. II. reigningprin- 
cess,” “For U. S. II. the hereditary prince.’’ 
“For II. S. II. the hereditary princess.” Be­ 
ing in a burry and hungry, “Her SereneIligh- 
I ness the hereditary princess” sat down lierseif 
j and ate her own egg and the eggs of her 
neighbors. 
Horror! Court etiquetto was 
overthrown. Tiie egg destined for the august 
prince Florestal) II. had been eaten by his own 
daughter-in-law I The outraged majesty of 
Monaco was indignant, and tlie youthful as­ 
pirant to tlie throne by no means mild in his 
reproaches. However, true Douglas as she 
is, the old blood of Archibald Bell-tiie-cat 
boiled over, and the princess Mary is reported 
to have read the serene family a famous lec­ 
ture. Matters went on in this way until the 
poor girl could stand it no longer, and one 
line day escaped from “jail,” ran down to tlie 
station and took the first train for Nice. 
A 
telegram was seut to tiie gendarmerie at Nice 
to arrest her a3 soon a3 she got out of 
the carriage. 
Accordingly, to her terror, 
when she put her foot ou terra firma there 
stood two gendarmes readv to pounce upon 
her. It was, however, no joke to arrest an 
imperial princess, for such Lady Mary is by 
birth. The men hesitated, but not so the 
princess. Brought up at Nice, she knew all 
(he roads and by-paths of the place by heart 
Tucking up her petticoats, instead of going 
out by the ordinary exit she mado ofl as fast 
as her heels carry her out of the station to tho 
fence which separates the lines from tho road, 
climbed over it and ran as swiftly as a hunted 
deer through the fields, pursued by tho two 
gendarmes, who, however, soon gave up the 
chase, ller Serene Highness fiuaI!y reached 
the Villa Arson, almost two miles distaut, ter­ 
ribly frightened and with her clothes pretty 
nearly torn off her back. Here she found that 
nobte-hearted and Christian woman her moth­ 
er, from wtiom she lias never since separated. 
Nor has she yielded up to her husband her 
little son, born soon after tlie flight from Mon­ 
aco. Vain have been the young man’s at­ 
tempts to induce her to return to him, vain 
his appeals to the pope to use his influence, 
vain even the throats of law. Last winter 
the prir.ee induced the King of Italy to per­ 
mit an attempt to abduct the child from the 
princess whilst she was staying iu Florence 
with the grand duchess Marie of Russia; but 
the guards of the imperial lady prevented the 
emissaries of the Florentine syndic from even 
entering the palace, and the next day tlie 
princess of Monaco fled with her child to Swit­ 
zerland. What the future developments of 
ibis singular aflair will be,time will show. The 
husband seems determined not to yield, and 
has receutly employed the celebrated lawyer 
M. Grandperret as his counsel. 
It is staled 
that undue Influence of a maliciou: kind has 
been used to prejudice both the duches3 of 
Hamilton and her daugliteragainst the prince, 
but all who know the truly lofty miad of the 
duchess will be sure that, although ihe reason 
for the princess’s conduct has never tran­ 
spired, it must be a very good one, or her 
mother would never uphold her as she does. 
Not the slightest blame is attributable to the 
princess of Monaco, and her reputation re- 
maius utterly above suspicion.—Lippincott's 
Magazine. 


elers in China tell us that the horse is rarely 
seen there. Even in Arabia the animal is 
seldom employed for useful purposes. In the 
Hedjaz, Burckhurdt found that the sole means 
of conveyance were asses and camels, and the 
post between Mecca and Medina was served 
by tiie former animal-. Von Wrede made his 
late adventurons journey through ILulramaut 
on a citiiei, and does not seem to have en­ 
countered a single horseman. Even in the 
Neiijed, those grassy limestone uplands of 
Central Arabia, tiie birthplace of the most 
eminent of tho racs of pure Arabs, Palgrave, 
who had unexampled opportunities for form­ 
ing an opinion, estimates the whole amount 
of horse population (to use a convenient 
French expression) at a number under .->,000, 
and these are clearly retained chiefly for war- 
purposcs by t icir Waha hi owners. Nay,even 
in advanced England tiie ex still holds bis 
place in tlie plough iu certain counties. 
When Britain first became known to iiislo- 
ry. wo find its inhabitants in possession both 
of a useful br.ed of horses and of great skill 
in charioteering; and the fact as recorded by 
Casar raises many a curious problem as to 
whence the Ceils, not generally an equestrian 
race, obtained their horses and their art, aud 
as to what the stale of roads must hare been 
to permit of their employment. Tho kindred 
Gauls on the other side of the Channel were 
also iu possession of horses, but not appar­ 
ently of war chariots; and the rich horse pas­ 
tures of Belgium are specially mentioned.— 
Both races probably obtained the original 
stock from the Phenicians, the great carriers 
of antiquity, and whoso early settlement on 
the Red Sea or Persian Gulf before tbeir mi­ 
gration to the shores of tiie Mediterranean, 
brought them closely in connection with the 
horse-breeding races of the East. Solomon, 
however, obtained his horses not from Arabia, 
but from Egypt, and as Canon Rawlinsou in­ 
forms us that horses were unknown in that 
land before the eighteenth dynasty, it is prob­ 
able that the Phenicians imported them into 
that country also. Whence they obtaiued 
their horse stcck, however, is at present en­ 
tirely unknown, for we presume our readers 
will not accept tlie theory of Captain Upton, 
an enthuaiastic admirer of the Arab horse, 
that God, by a special interposition, directed 
to the Ark the two most perfect animals then 
in existence, from which they found their way 
to Central Arabia, and tbeir offspring, pre­ 
serving their pure Wool to this day, have suf­ 
ficed to ennoble and improve the studs of the 
world. — Edinburgh Review.

Crime, desti­ 
tution and every nameless kind of sin and in­ 
curable sorrow spring out of it. The road to 
tlio bottomless pit is nearly perpendicular; 
men drop to the bottom like boulders into a 
minfng-shaft. Rum is the universal inspira­ 
tion? and New Year’s day is Satan’s own car­ 
nival. Fashion is in league with it, fun ¡3 in 
league with It, friendship and frivolity join 
hands to keep it as it reel3 along; and Wo­ 
man is loo often tin high-priestess of the in­ 
fernal ceremonies. Ladie3, are you going to 
offer wine and brandy, or cither of them, lroin 
your tables next Thursday ? 
Whether one evil ever really corrects an­ 
other is perhaps too profound a question for 
U3 to discuss until we have time to write out 
our System of Philosophy in book form. 
So 
far, however, as current newspaper life sheds 
any light upon it we should incline to debate 
the matter on the negative side. For instance, 
no ouo will dispute the general proposition 
"that the New York Herald is destitute of 
moral principle and ba3 but little respect for 
the obligation to be neighborly and fair. But 
what addition lo that hypothetical quantity 
“ the sum of humau happiness” does the 
Times suppose will be made by its habit of 
calling so frequent attention to the Herald’s 
viciousness ? There is always a spice of gran­ 
deur about a gladiatorial combat between two 
great journals when the subj *ct Í3 worthy and 
important, but heaven save us from these 
small squabbles in which petty malignity gets 
expression iu official phrases and in public 
ways. 


S low JU u rd cr. 
An investigation recently instituted shows 
that nearly all the pub ic sehool buildings in 
New York city are very badly ventilated. As 
a natural cousequence the thousands of chil­ 
dren congregated in them every day undergo 
a slow process of poisoning during school 
hours by carb?nic acid. We cannot give a 
deluded accouut of the careful and scientific 
examination by which the general fact is at­ 
tested, although there cm be no doubt as to 
its correctness. The buildings iu question 
were constructed with an evident intention to 
furnish every requisite for a school except a 
continued supply of fresh air. This the archi­ 
tects never thought of. The effect of the little 
omission is to produce many sorts of bodily 
illness iu teachers and scholars. Both com­ 
plain constantly of headache, giddiness, nau­ 
sea and oilier feelings and pains which are 
symptoms of poisoning. To suv this is culpa­ 
ble is to characterize it feebly—it is criminal 
aud horrible. The cramming, liot-liouse sys­ 
tem of education is bad enough even with suf­ 
ficient oxygen to counteract somewhat its 
damaging tendencies, and it would seem that 
so cheap and universal a necessity as good 
air ought not lo be lacking. Yet the wicked 
neglect spoken of i ; not confined to schools or 
to cities: it pervades all human habitations. 
We go to church aud breathe the life-giving 
g03pel into our souls and the death-dealing 
ga3 into our lungs. The wonder only is tha 
any man can receive a moral impression or 
entertain iuteliigemly any proposition looking 
to his final salvalou from hell while ho is in­ 
haling the very aroma of perdition at the 
t i m E v c a if the windows arc opened with 
a purpose to relieve temporarily the stringency 
for breath, some rheumatic old fool is sure to 
situ, them for fear of catching cold. And, 
indeed, he is partly right; for ventilation can­ 
not be managed by the windows of an audi- 
enee-room. 
There should lie a tested a .d 
thoroughly reliable arrangement by whielt the 
bad air can find cgres3 and fresh air find in­ 
gress without a perceptible1 draught in the vi­ 
cinity of the seats. This ha3 been accom­ 
plished and can be anywhere if builders, 
trustees and other interested parties will but 
insist upon it. W.th the immeasurable mill­ 
ions of Heaven’s cubic feet of pure air, needful 
to our health of body and mind at all limes, 
whether sleeping or waking, all around us, 
we are coutent to spend and have our children 
spend more or lew hours of every twenty-four 
iu caldrons of killing gas. This gas makes 
good preachers dull aud bad ones perfectly 
stupid; it spoils concerts, lectures and operas; 
it makes piou3 men grumble and wordly men 
swear; it deaden? the scholar's ambition to 
. study and makes the teacher cross and care­ 
less. Iu our bedrooms at nlgln we lie and 
breathe it; snoring, ridden of nightmares, 
aud carrying green-eyed devils upon laboring 
bo3om3. Shall wo ever mend the matter? 
Does it accomplish anything to tell people 
why they sutler aud how easily they might fiud 
a remedy?

of thousands without so much a3 winking 
covetoujly towards the heaps of wealth with 
o te weak pye, or indulging a thought tl at 
t reir load of paper is just “as good as gold.”

Chicago, Dec. 29.—Tue members of 'ho 
Brotherhood of Engineers in- this city have 
passed resolutions that they are not disposed 
to submit to any reduction of tho wages that 
they were receiving prior t) the first inst., as 
that rate was low enough, although it gave 
general satisfaction. They also tendered their 
sympathy and promised their support lo all 
engineers now opposing or who may hereaf­ 
ter oppose any reduction of their wages.— 
There resolutions are published and signed by 
committees from the Illinois Central, Chicago 
& Alton, Rock Island, Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, Milwaukee & St. faul and Michigan 
Central Railroads. 
BOTH SIDES DETERMINED. 
Columbus, O., Dec. 29.—The railroad 
authorities here s ty the strike must break 
before many days. On the other hand a visit 
to-day to the rooms of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers shows them to be as del rmined as 
they were last week. They say that Chiet 
Engineer Wilson’s order has noeftcct on them. 
The worst feature of the trouble here was the 
discovery of obstructions on the track of the 
Little Miami road in three places within the 
city limits. 
An engine about to leave to-night was 
found to be soaped. The railroad autnorities 
are attempting to run all their day trains and 
have got more away to-day than any day 
since the Btrike commenced.

—Richard A. Proctor, the English astrono­ 
mer, writes; “I know au English scientist, 
f tr too skillful for us to aflord to.have his ener­ 
gies wasted, who Iia3 beeu working for two 
years to obtain results which, I have learned 
since my arrival here, were demonstrated a 
qu trier or a century ago in this country.” 
— “ In life's groat game of poker,” as the 
aged minister tearfully observed iu his funeral 
discourse, “ our deceased brother has thrown 
down his hand, which, permit me to say, 
brethren, was eqi.il to four ace3 aud a queen 
—he has surrendered his chips, drained his 
glass lo the dregs aud walked out.”

Druggists are complaining of the injustice of 
the regulations and the inconsistency of tho 
decision. Seizarc3 may be expected. 
— An interesting case is pending before 
Justice Wells of Bath. An action was brought 
by G. W. Benedict of Greenbush, against the 
Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Lodge of Odd Fel­ 
lows to recover $2(10, claimed to be due him 
by reason of sickness for forty weeks. 
The 
question to be decided is whether or not a 
lodge can bo forced to pay a sick member a 
certain amount of money during his confine­ 
ment. Van O’Linda and Mcl’arlane appeared 
for the pluintitl, and Van Alstyne and Heve- 
nor for the defendants. 
The case seems to 
involve a nice point of law. 
—A colored man, recently deceased, in 
New Orleans, owed the city nearly $100,000 
in back taxes. He lived in a miserable old 
garret, worked like a slave, and allowed him­ 
self none of the comforts of life, lie owned 
real estate worth $700,003 at lea3t, anda 
large amount of bonds and cash. There were 
writs against him for taxes running back a 
dozen years, which he avoided paying by giv­ 
ing the city ten percent, on the gross amount, 
which the law permitted, and then he lent 
Ihe money on mortgages for from eighteen to 
twenty-four per cent. 
— A young married lady is the sensation in 
souiul circles in Englaud just now. She is a 
Hindoo from Madras, who, although belong­ 
ing to a high caste, ha3 ventured not only to 
cross the ocean, but also lo mix freely in Lon­ 
don society, and to conform generally to the 
social customs of the country. Accompanied 
by her husband she lias visited the chief ob­ 
jects of interest in the metropolis and several 
ol the provincial cities. She is tho first Hiu- 
doo lady who lias broken through the bar­ 
riers of prejudice and caste in order to visit 
England. 
—An exchaugo’says thatgit is reported in 
England that a French firm has discovered a 
method of making artificial sugar from mate­ 
rials so cheap that it can be sold at a farthing 
a pound. Coucerniug which the Manufactur­ 
er and Builder says: “When we consider that 
suwdust is cheap and rich in lignite, which by 
chemical treatment with miheral acids may 
be changed into grape sugar, we should not 
at all be surprised that the above report turns 
out to be true, and that sawdust is the nialc- 
terial from which this cheap sugar is obtained. 
Changing old linen rags into sugar is a well- 
known Chemical experiment. Such rags are 
almost purely lignite, while sawdust also con­ 
sists of lignite, however, with some other in­ 
gredients, easily removed. From rags to saw­ 
dust is but one step." 
—It is well known that in his great sledge 
Journey, in search of the relics of Sir John 
Franklin, Captain Hall made distressing dis­ 
coveries, which lie resolved never to revejí as 
lonz as Lidy Franklin should live. On his 
last departure from Greenland, iu the Polaris, 
he iutiusted all his important documents 
to Mr. 
Smith, 
of 
Tessuisak. 
From 
them it is now ascertained that Captain 
Hall made the sad discovery tiiat Franklin 
and his party were reduced to tbe dire necessi­ 
ty of eating ouch otbar. Tlio fact of this dis­ 
covery would have added still greater fame to 
Captiin Hall. He kept the secret from Lady 
Franklin, but now that the tender and heroic 
explorer rests undor^the same dreary skies 


with tho lo3t Franklin, this mo3t unhappy 
eecrot has come to light. 
—It is annouuccd that tba price of coal 
next year has already been determined on, 
and that the market will open ten o u is a ton 
lower than it opened last spring. This re­ 
duction is not considerable, and will not affect 
the retail trade. Meantime, tue companies 
are negotiating with their laborers aud 
miners as to tbe rate or wages lo be given 
next year, and aro proposing a general re­ 
daction of, wo are Iniorraed, tea per cent. 
It remains to be seen whether tho combina­ 
tion which controlled prloee so completely this 
year will bo able to do so with equal 8HC0C3S 
another year. It Is worth noting, in this con­ 
nection, that tbe higher prices that have pre­ 
vailed have not prevented an Increased ship­ 
ment. The amouut of anthracite coal sent to 
tiue-watcr by ibe principal routes up to Dec. 
13th was 17,575,220 tons against 16,747,067 
ton3 for the same period last year—an increaso 
of 823.153 tons, or about 5 percent.—Aeto

The second 
provision givc3 all her personal property to 
Sarah, wife of lier sou Nicholas, for life, and 
after her death to the children of her son 
Nlchol is and Sarah his wife. 
Tho third aud 
last provision of tho will is as follow?: 
“ Thirdly, I do hereby cive and devise all 
of my real estate of every name aud kind 
whatsoever aud wheresoever situate, to my 
said executors, John Van Vcch'en and Conrad 
Bro ihend, and lo their survivor*,to lie held by 
them and their survivors iii trust nevertheless, 
to und for the following iturpo-cs, to-wit; to 
receive the issues, rents and profits thereof 
and to pay the a ame to Sarah, wife of my said 
son Nicholes, to be applied by her to the sup­ 
port of the family -of my said son Nicholas. 
The rents, issues and profits thereof to bo so 
paid and applied during the life of Slid Nicho­ 
las,and during the life of said Sarah, and ofter 
their death, und tho death of them my said 
executors, aud the survivor of them shall con­ 
vey tha same in fea to my grand children. Hie 
children of my said son Nicholas and Sarah hi* 
wife.*’

real estate, which, with personal property in­ 
ventoried, amounted to the su n of $27,133.92;

We notice in many of our along-the-river 
exchanges fears expressed that tbe ice crop 
this winter will prove u failure. Men who arc 
veterans In the Imdness of cutting anísloring 
Ice hereabouts have as yet no fears of a short 
harvest of icu. In conversation wi;h a gentle­ 
man who has been In tbe employ of the Knick­ 
erbocker Company for a score of years a Free­ 
man reporter was Informed that no doubt was 
entertained by tbe largo corporations but 
what tho harvest would be as abuuduut and 
of as good a quality as usual, there being two 
full months of winter weather yet to come In 
which ice always forma of suffluient thickness 
for remunerative storage. 


Surrogr.V o’s C o u rt. 
In the matter of the final accounting of 
John Vhn Vechton, one of the executors under 
the last will and testament or Eliza Elmondorf, 
deceased, the Surrogato has rendered his de­ 
cision in favor of tho petitioner, Elitl Koator, 
that her claim be paid, with tlic costs of the 
proceeding. Etiz i Elmcndorf, well known in 
this city as the mother or Nicholas Elmendorf, 
left a will at her death in 1858, iu which nro 
the follow Ing clan3C3: Tho flm provision au­ 
thorizes and empowers her executors “ to sell 
at public or private 9alo all or any of my roal 
estate, or so much thereof as may bo r,oce33firy 
to pay my just uebt9 and settle np my estate ’’ 
There is a further clause desiring bcr wild and 
unproductive lands sold Orst. and If possible 
to reserve the homestead farm of her father, 
situate in the town of Kingston. 
The second 
provision givc3 all her personal property to 
Surah, wife of her son Nicholas, for life, and 
after her death to the children of her son 
Nldiol is and Sarah his wife. 
The third and 
last provision of the will is as follows: 
“ Thirdly, I do hereby give and devise all 
of my real estate of every name and kind 
whatsoever and wheresoever situate, to my 
said executors, John Van Vuch’en and Conrail 
Brodhead, anil to their survivor»,to be held by 
them and their survivors iu trust nevertheless, 
to and for the following purposes, lo-wit: to 
receive the issues, rents and profits thereof 
and to pay the s.tnie to Sarah, wife of my said 
son Nicholes, to be applied by her to the sup­ 
port of the family -of my said son Nicholas. 
The rents, Issues and profits thereof to be so 
paid and applied daring the life of said Nicho­ 
las,and during the life of said Sarah, and after 
their death, and tho death of them my said 
executors, and the survivor of them shall con­ 
vey the same in fee to my grand children, the 
children of my said son Nicholas and Sarah Ills 
wife.’’ 
The executors from lime to time under the 
power given in die will sold and conveyed 
roal estate, which, with personal property in­ 
ventoried, amounted to the aum of 927,133.02; 
they paid 828,150.S3, which left a balance due 
such executors of 91,025.01. Tim only debt 
remaining unpaid was that of Mrs. Eliff Koa­ 
tor, amounting to 91,031.01. 
A judgment 
was entered for this amount, and a petition 
wa9 matte in January, 1873, to the Surrogate 
to have such amount paid out of the estate. 
About the same time the executor, Van Vcch* 
ten. filed a petition for a final accounting. 
The Surrogate, Peter Cantine, in a long and 
able opinion, decides the Intention of lira tes­ 
tatrix was to devise her personal property, 
and have her real estate sold and the proceeds 
applied on her debts. 
Tho Surrogate then 
says: “ Thenext question that presents itself 
for consideration is the real estate to be con­ 
sidered as personally under the doctrino of 
equitable conversion. 
The creditor claims 
the manifest intention of the will is to treat 
the land as money, or at least so far as may be 
necessary for ihe payment of debts. On the 
other hand the executors claim tbe rule does 
not apply.” In considering there questions 
the Surrogate declares the executors’ claim 
does not apply. lie also says there have been 
payments made by tbe executors from the 
sale3 ot real estate more than enough to pay 
the creditor. In this the executors erred so 
far a? the creditors are concerned: they should 
have used the income to pay the interest,taxes 
and repairs. “ The executors in this case ap­ 
pear in no favorable light. Their first duty 
was to pay the debts. This they have neg­ 
lected, as to this creditor, while they have 
paid others in Jn’l, aud used other funds to 
pay interest, repairs and taxes, which should 
have been borne out of the homestead farm.” 
The Surrogate, after deciding several minor 
points in the ease, closes hi? opinion as fol­ 
lows: “ It follows from these views that the 
accounts lie adjusted ar.d the executors be ad­ 
judged to pay Mrs. Kealnr tho amount due to 
her, with costs of these proceedings.” 


“ T he A rgon au ts of ’49.” 
Bret Harte, the graceful story writer, len­ 
der lie arted poet and genial gentleman, will, 
on Friday evening, deliver his celebrated and 
intensely interesting and popular lecture en­ 
titled “ Tile Argonauts of ’40,” before tiie 
Rondout Lecture Association In Washington 
Hall, and as many of oar older lecture goers 
will pteasanily remember one of the brightest 
ornaments of the lecture platform, itev. Thom­ 
as Starr King, who died some years sine0 
in San Francisco, wc wish to repeal what lie 
prophesied of Bret Harte long before he be­ 
came the famous man he now is. 
Some ten years ago Thomas Starr King, 
then unknowingly near the end of his short 
but noble and glowing life, was guiding an 
acquaintance through the dingy, gold-strewn 
recess s of the Government Mint buil liug in 
San Fraicisco. Pausing before entering the 
Secretary’s little office, he said: “ Now I want 
you to meet a young man who will be heard 
of far and wide some of these days.” The 
visitor went in and was introduced to Francis 
Bret liarte, then Secretary of the Branch 
Mint. We all know how the later career of 
the young writer has more than justified the 
nflectionatc prediction of Starr King; for, 
since that day, Bret Ilaits's fame Ins, to 
borrow the language of bis admiring German 
translator, “extended from the coasts of the 
Pacific Ocean lo the English coast of the 
North Sea.” “ His works have drawn hearts 
to him wherever the language of Shakespeare, 
of Milton and Byron is spoken.”

A m a rv ello u s P u m p . 
Saturday morning we visited Green bush to 
witness the operation of the wonderful wreck­ 
ing pump of Mr. Elijah Bralnaril. It will be 
remembered that about a week ago a boat 
loaded with 8,500 bushels of corn sunk at the 
elavator dock In Grecnba3h. The cargo was 
sold by the insurance people to parties in this 
city, and they employe! Mr. Brainard to re­ 
move tho corn from the sunken boat. Ho ut 
onco commenced work with his pump, and in 
two days succeeded In recovering over seven 
thousand bushels of tho corn from the wreck, 
every kernel of which was drawn from the 
water by 3iiction and passed through the 
pimp and discharged Into a boat. 
Tne dis­ 
charge pipo of the pump, as U3ed in this work, 
is sixteen inches in diameter, and when it is 
worked to iis full capacity, as it was while we 
were present, it discharges between 16,000 
aud 18,003 gallons of water per minute 1 The 
water and corn are passed over a sieve, tho 
water separating from the corn, which falls 
into the hold of the boat. In one hour Satur­ 
day this pump recovered 1,500 bushels of 
corn 1 It is certainly tho most marvellous 
piece of machinery for pumping wc have ever 
seen, mid we wish our citizens generally could 
see it in operation.—Albany Express.

OUR FREE PARLIAMENT. 


“ A bolish tho O ffice of S ch ool Coin* 
m ission or.” 
Editor of The Freeman:—I see in yonr Is­ 
sue oi lbe 24th inst. an article with the above 
heading, in which some statements are made 
which I think call lor a passing notice. It is 
stated there that “ ihe popular mind has come 
to the conclusion that the office of School 
Commissioner is no more useful than was that 
oí town superintendent, while it is much more 
costly.” As to the utility of the office in Uls­ 
ter county my experience has been that it has 
not produced one lithe of the benefit, practi­ 
cally, lo tho schools, that the office of Town 
Superintendent did. I might go into detail to 
show this, but iho space aud lime I wish lo 
devote lo this communication will not permit 
of it. As to the comparative cost of the two 
offices, the balance is in favor of that of Com­ 
missioner. I am certain that the statistics 
bearing on this will prove it to be true. Af­ 
ter the office of County Superintendent was 
abolished tbe reports of trustees of school dis­ 
tricts were made to the town superintendents, 
and those officers turned them over to the 
county cleiks and they made reports to the 
State Superintendent. 
Now count the ex­ 
pense of service of the Town Superintendent in 
each town, and the expense of service of the 
county clerk, and all incidentals, aud you will 
make 
Ulster county pay 
more than 
three thousand dolljrs. But there is an- 
oiher matter closely connected with the op­ 
erations of the busm en matters relating to 
these officers at the time spoken of. It is 
this: During the interval of time between 
the abolishing of the office of County Superin­ 
tendent and establishing that of School Com- 
mUsionor, the State Superintendent, in his 
reports to the Legislature, year after year, 
complained oí the"carelessness and incorrect­ 
ness in making np ihe reports by the county 
clerks. Ho stated that it was extremely diffi­ 
cult, and almost impossible for blm to get the 
statistical matters in Hicsj reports so that he 
could make uo his aunual report to the Legis­ 
lature, whilo the expense, be said, was great­ 
er than it would bavo been bad the office of 
County Superintendent been retained and 
Town Superintendent also. 
kon speak of “The commissioners of the 
ope hundred and twentv*elght assembly dis­ 
tricts.” This is an error. There are but one 
hundred and thirteen Sclio il Commissioners 
In the state. The county of New York Is ex­ 
cepted by the law. as it has a City Superin­ 
tendent, and tbe city, I believe, covers the 
whole county. 


Tbe fallare of good results from tbe office U 
not the fault of the office, but tbe fault of the 
men who hold it. As long as this office is 
given to men merely for political service ren­ 
dered by them, or for tho purpose of giv­ 
ing some one an 
opportunity to get 
something to live on lo release some 
frieuda from a borden, you may ex­ 
pect but little fruit that will benefit the 
people. How can men be expected to exer­ 
cise a proper supervision over oar schools 
when they are incapable of making oat the 
reports and apportionments correctly? 1 think 
we could find eome of tbe papila In tbe schools 
In the “Rural Districts” that could do better 
thau this lam very glad to say that tbe 
office is working well, aud producing the ex­ 
pected results in other counties, if not in 
Ulster. There are men who fill this office in 
some counties, and they are respected, and 
the office is held in high estimation; but they 
are not men who hold the office for the mere 
purpose of getting the pay it brings in, and 
then devote their time to something else.— 
They spend their time iu the work, and make 
it their study, as the law creating the office 
contemplates. Some of the men who hold the 
office tell us they cannot afford to spend their 
time at it, it will not pay. Then let them re­ 
sign. They have no right to a9k the people to 
elect them to the office, and when elected sol­ 
emnly swear that they will faithfully perform 
the duties of the office, urnl then turn away 
and neglect these duties, and virtually violate 
their oath. Iam aware that I am using strong 
language, but the case demands it. 
Any 
person who will ask for an office of so much 
responsibility, and one which has such u 
bearing on* the training of the youth of 
our state, and so shamefully neglect it, 
as 
has 
boon 
the case 
in 
oar 
county, deserves severe censure. When lie 
asks for an office there Is* ut least, an implied 
pledge that he will attend to it; and if he 
does not let him meat with the deserved cen­ 
sure.The comparison in your paper between Van 
Buren aud Scbepmoes is unjust. The former 
held the office for three years, and the latter 
about, ten monlh3, aud I will venture to war­ 
rant that the amount of work performed by 
Schepmoes during the ten months will near­ 
ly equal that of the whole three years of the 
other. 
Facts can be produced to prove 
this. During the short time that Bchepmoes 
held the office he. In connection with a few 
others, succeeded in inducing the King-ton 
people to adopt their present graded system 
of schools, and he labored with the people of 
Rondout and Saugerties to do the same thing, 
and if he could have held the office for a full 
term, no doubt he would have succeeded In 
his hopes and expectations in this particular. 
Your criticism on the maimer of licensing 
teachers, and the suggestion which hints ut 
committing this whole matter to the teachers 
of the county is not only just but very com­ 
mon sense-like. Doctor sand lawyers and do­ 
minies would hoot at the idea of being exam­ 
ined by any but their peers, and justly so, but 
teachers, who are the ones to educate all the 
professions must submit to be examined by 
any one. What nonsense I

A correspondent, who bas bathed in the 
Salt sea of America, writes: There are no 
fish in the great Salt lake. 
The only living 
thing beneath its waters is a worn), about a 
quarter of an inch long. 
This worm shows 
op beautifully beneath the lens of a micro­ 
scope. 
When a storm arises the worms are 
driven ashore by thousands, and devoured by 
the black gulls. 
We found a pure stream 
pouring into the lake. 
It was filled with little 
chubs and shiners. 
The fish became fright­ 
ened and were driven down the brook into the 
briny lake. 
The instant they touched its wat­ 
ers they came to the surface belly upward,and 
died without a gasp. 
The water is remarka­ 
bly buoyant. 
Eggs and potatoes float upon 
it like corks. 
Mr. Rood aud myself stripped 
and went in swimming. 
I dived into the lake 
from a long pier, which had been built for the 
use of a small steamboat that formerly plied 
upon the waters. 
The sensation was novel. 
The water was so salty that my eyes and ears 
began to smart, but so buoyant that I found 
no difficulty in floating even when the air was 
exhausted in my lungs. 
As I struck out for 
the beach I felt as light as a featlier. 
In spite 
cf all that I could do my heels would fly out 
of tho water. 
I found it impossible to stand 
upon the bottom. 
The lightness of the waler 
and the surging of the waves forced my feet 
from under me. 
A person who could not 
swim might be easily drowned in five feet of 
water. 
Ilia head would go down like a lump 
of lead, while Ids feet would fly up like a pair 
of ducks. 
Tho water is as clear as the water 
of Seneca lake; so clear thai Hie bottom could 
be seen at the depth of twenty feet. 
When 
we reached the shore and crawled out upon 
the sand in the light of tho sun our bodies 
wpre quickly coated with salt, 
We were com­ 
pelled to go to the little stream from which 
wo bad driven the chubs and shiners, and 
wash off in fresh water before we put on our 
clothes. 
Our hair was tilled with grains of 
salt which could not be washed out. 
The 
Mormon* occasionally visit tho lake lr. droves 
for the purpsse of bathing. 
Many of them 
say that their health Is improved by lemiug 
the salt upon their bodies, and dressing, with­ 
out wiping themselves with napkins.

Ile was then a straight, tall boy of nineteen, 
with wide blue eyes, light flaxen hair, and a 
demeanor somewhat solemn and thoughtful.

go and challenge the editor.

nals were Ilion generally provided with a res­ 
ponsible fighting editor, whose sole mission it 
wa* to accept challenges. 
Ile was generally 
an old half-pay officer or i Tgeanf, and now 
and then it happened that be could not even 
read. 
MacMuhon fought seven of these gen­ 
tlemen in the coarse of five \ cars, aud it Is on 
record Ilia! he was never once wounded, nor 
did he ever kill his man. 
He was singularly 
expert in lite art of picking bk adversary hi 
fleshy part of (bn right arm, just above the el­ 
bow, inflicting a wound that was not danger­ 
ous, but which obliged his adversary to drop 
bls foil like a bol coal, and to keep hij arm iu 
a sling for six week*. 
This thrust got to be 
known os “ la botte MacMubon,” aud It earn­ 
ed the young ofllcer many onconiums for which 
he little cared, being iu his heart avcr,o to du­ 
eling. —P arit Letter.

S w i m m i n g i n tlio S a l t L a k e . 
A correspondent, who bos bathed in the 
Salt sea of America, writes: There are no 
fish in the great Salt lake. 
The only living 
thing beneath its waters is a worm, about a 
quarter of an inch long. 
This worm shows 
up beautifully beneath the lens of a micro­ 
scope. 
When a storm arises the worms are 
driven ashore by thousands, and devoured by 
the black gulls. 
We found a pure Btream 
pouring into the lake. 
It was filled with little 
chubs and shiners. 
The fish became fright­ 
ened and were driven down the brook Into the 
briny lake. 
The instant they touched Its wat- 
ers they came to the surface belly upward,and 
died without a ga9p. 
The water is remarka­ 
bly buoyant. 
Eggs and potatoes float upon 
it like corks. 
Mr. Rood and myself stripped 
and went in swimming. 
I dived into the lake 
from a long pier, which had been built for the 
use of a small steamboat that formerly plied 
upon the waters. 
The sensation was novel. 
The water was so salty that my eyes and ears 
began to smart, but so buoyant that I found 
no difficulty ia floating even when the air was 
exhausted in my lungs. 
As I struck out for 
the beach I felt as light as a feathar. 
In spite 
of ail that I could do my heels would fly out 
of the water. 
I found it impossible to stand 
upon the bottom. 
The lightness of the water 
and the surging of the waves forced my feet 
from under me. 
A person who could not 
swina might he easily drowned in five feet of 
water. 
His head would go down like a lump 
of lead, while his feet would fly up like a pair 
of ducks. 
The water is as clear as the water 
of Seneca lake; so clear that the bottom could 
be seen at the depth of twenty feet. 
When 
we reached the shore and crawled out upon 
the sand in the light of the sun our bodies 
were quickly coated with salt. 
We were com­ 
pelled to go to the little stream from which 
we had driven the chubs and shiners, and 
wa3li off in fresh water before wc put on our 
clothes. 
Our hair was filled with grains of 
salt which could not be washed out. 
The 
Mormons occasionally visit the lake ii'. droves 
for the purpsse of bathing. 
Many of them 
say that their health is improved by lcaviu 
the salt upon their bodies, and dressing with 
out wiping themselves with napkins. 


M a c t l a k o u t x D u e ls i n 1 S 2 7 . 
He was then a straight, tall boy of nineteen, 
with wide blue eyes, light flaxen hair, and a 
demeanor somewhat solemn and thoughtful. 
Lillie given to dissipation, lie preferred riding 
and the manly sports of his boyhood to the 
gambling, bard drinking, and frivolous gal­ 
lantries in which most of his brother officers 
iudulged; but, on the other hand, lie was a 
noted and skillful duelist.

the necessities of his position. An officer who 
went much to court, and had personal reasons 
for being attached to the king, could not, in 
those days, stand by indiflcreut while the royal 
family were assailed by liberal journalists, 
and by Bonapartist officers of Napoleon's old 
army. 
MacMahon made a point of attending 
the Cafe Valois in the street of that name, 
which was then the headquarters of rovalist 
olficers, and there duels were arranged almost 
every night as coolly as pigeon matches would 
be in these our times. 
It was the custom for 
the liberal papers to be placed in a heap on 
the central table. 
At 5 o’clock officers drop­ 
ped in, and at C, when the room was full, the 
papers would be read aloud, and if one of them 
contained anything oflonsivc to the king, the 
officers drew lots among them as to who slio’d 
go and challenge the editor. 
Important jour­ 
nals were then generally provided with a res­ 
ponsible fighting editor, whose sole mission it 
was to accept challenges. 
He was generally 
an old half-pay officer or sergeant, and now 
and then it happened that he coidd not even 
read. 
MacMahon fought seven of these gen 
tlemen in the course of five years, and it is on 
record that he was never once wounded, nor 
did he ever kill his man. 
He was singularly 
expert in the art of picking his adversary iu 
fleshy part of the right arm, just above the el­ 
bow, inflicting a wound that wa3 not danger­ 
ous, but which obliged h¡3 adversary to drop 
his foil like a hot coal, and to keep his arm iu 
a sling for six weeks. 
This thrust got to be 
known as “ la botte MacMahon,” and it earn 
cd the young officer many onconiums for which 
lie little cared, being iu hi3 heart averse to du­ 
eling.—Pirn's Letter.
